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National Conyention, 


Last week, we gave all of the proceedings 
of this body that came to ‘hand up to the 
time of going to press, Since then, the pro- 
ceedings of the two last days’ session “of the 
Convention have been received, and, in order 
that subscribers who do not take a California 
paper may have a full and connected account 
of the doings of the Convention, we herewith 
give it to them: eg 


New York, July 4.—The National Déniocratic 
Convention assembled in Tammany Hall, which 
was handsomely decorated for the ocdasion with 
large American flags and elaborately painted es- 
entcheons of all the States. The hall and galle- 
ries are densely crowded. 

At 20 minutes past 12 August Belmont called 
the Convention to order, and spoke at some 
length, denouncing the policy and character of 
the dominant party. Ie concluded by nomina- 
ting for temporary Chairman, Hon, Henry W. 
Palmer, of Wisconsin, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Palmer took the Chair, amid applause. and 
briefly returned thanks for the honor. A prayer 
was offered by Rev. Dr. Morgan, After consid- 
erable discussion, the rules of the House of Rep- 
resentatives were udopted for the government of 
the Convention. Several motions were made in 
regard to the appointment of committees on per- 
manent organization and credentials. A motion 
to allow the Territories to be represented on 
both committees was lost, by 106 to 184. A mo- 
tion was finally passed allowing States only to 
be represented on these committees, which were 
thereupon appointed. 

Resolutions were adopted instructing the two 
former committees to report at7 this evening. 
A motion was adopted that all resolutions offered 
be referred to the Committee on Resolutions 
withdut debate, It was ordered that the Com- 
mittee on Organization be instructed to report 
rules for the government of the Convention. 

Mr Brooks, on behalfot the New York delega- 
tion, moved to reconsider the resolution for 
meeting to-night. and urged the extreme heat as 
a cause; also, the fact that the City of New 
York had arranged for an appropriate celebra- 
tion of the day. He hoped that the Convention 
would participate in the celebration. Motion to 
reconsider prevailed, and the Convention ad-

Mr. Bigler offered'W resolution that the con-

Mr. Seymour then explained, the two-thirds 
rule, bejug anxiows that no ‘ thisapprehetsion 
should arise after the ballot was taken; and invi- 
ted discussion by the convention whether two- 
thirds of the whole Convention, or two-thirds of 
the delegates voting should determiné a ballot. 

Mr. Richardson moved that two-thiris of the 
delegates voting should determine. He de- 
nounced the two-thirds rule as mischievous, Fi- 
hally, however, after discussion, he withdrew the 
resolution and the chairman ruled that two-thirds 
of all the delegates would be necessary for a 
nomination, 

The convention then’ proceeded to recéive 
nominations. Connecticut nominated Governor 
English; Maine nominated Hancock; New Jersey, 
Governor Parker; New York, Sanford B. Otrok, 
Ohio, Geo. H. Pendleton; Pennsylvania, Wm. F. 
Packer; Tennessee, A. Johnson; Wisconsin, Jas. 
A. Doolittle. Ench nomination was accompanied 
by a brief speech, and was received with ap- 
planse. 

A delegate inquired whether nominations 
could be made after the balloting had commenced, 
and was answered in the affirmative. 

First ballot—Total vote, 317; necessary to 
choice, 212. Pendleton reccived 105; Johnson, 
64; Church, 34; English, 16; Doolittle, 14; Han- 
cock, 334; Parker, 13; Packer, 26; the balance 
scattering. 

Several other ballots were taken. The 6th 
stood: English, 6; Hancock, 47; Pendleton, 1224; 
Parker, 13; Church, 33; Packer. 27; Johnson, 21; 
Doolittle, 12; Hendricks, 30; Blair, 5. 

A communication was received from the Sol- 
diers’ and Sailors’ Convention announcing the 
adoption of a resolution approving and endors- 
ing the platform of the Democratic Convention. 

A motion for a recess was repeated, and a mo- 
tion to adjourn till ten to-morrow was carried,

Independence by vote of the Convention. 

New York, July 6th—The Convention was 
called to order about 11 o'clock. Gen. Morgan, 
of Ohio, moved that the delegates from the 
Workingmen’s Convention be entitled to seats 
on the foor Adopted, 

Mr Chambers, of Pennsylvania, from the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, reported 
Floratio Seymour permanent Chairman, and one 
Vice-President and Secretary from each State ; 
also. recommended that rules be adopted. 

Mr Seymour was escorted to the chair, amid 
applause He returned thanks, aud counseled 
moderation and harmony. Tie said the most im- 
portant questions Would be forced on the con- 
sideration of the Convention; some would be 
forced on it by the resolutions of the late Chica- 

o Convention. He discussed briefly the Repub- 
ean platform ; accused that party of violating 
its own declarations against repudiation and un- 
equal taxation Ile then expressed solicitude 
for the saldiers and sailors, their widows and 
orphans. He accused the now dominant party 
of extravagant waste of public moneys; with 
tainting the national credit; mpedmg immigra- 
tion by overwhelming the laborer with taxation; 
and breaking thg guarantee of republican liber- 
ty. He donied the assertion of the Republican 
Convention that the principles of the Declaration 
of Independence are now sacred on every inch 
of American soil. for in ten States of the Union 
military power suppresses civil law. 

Gov Seymour closed his address amid great 
cheering. 

Mr. Tilden offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, admitting delegates from the Territo- 
ries to honorary seats in the Convention. 

A large mmber of resolutions were presented 
and referred. including one to the effect that the 
thanks of the nation are due to Chief Justice 
Chase for his ability and impartiality in presiding 
over the Court of Impeachment; also, a resolu- 
tion in favor of an increase of pay to soldiers 
and sailors, by paying gold or its equivalent. 

A letter from Susan B. Anthony was received 
with great laughter, urging the claim of women 
to participate in elections. 

A resolution was adopted that no steps be 
taken to nominate a candidate until after the 
platform is adopted. The vete on the resolution 
was taken by States. :

New York, July 7th—The Convention was 
called to order at 10:40 a.i. A prayer was of 
fered by Rev. Dr. Plummer, in the course of 
which he referred with feeling to the sudden 
death of Peter Cagzer, a prominent delegate to 
the Convention from New York. . 

A delegate from Delaware presented a series 
of resolutions from oe ae H. Stephens, of 

eorgia, which were read. 
a Richardson, of Tlinois, moved that all 
resolutions hereafter submitted shall be referred 
without reading, , 

During the discussion of this motion, Henry C. 
Murphy, from the Committee on Platform, re- 
ported a sot of resolutions. The ninth denounces 
the usurpation and tyranny of the Radical party; 
the violation of its pledges that the conduct of 
the war was only for the preservation of the 
Union, and not for the subjugation of the South- 
ern States and the overthrow of the freedom of 
speech, as the Radical press declared; that in- 
stead thereof the Radicals have established a 
system of espionage; have disregarded the writ 
of habeas corpus; bavo made tho National Capi- 
tol a bastile; threaten now to destroy tho original 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. and have ma- 
liened its Justice because of his integrity on the 

al of the President. 
3 The platform, in conclusion, declares that the 
privilege and trust of suffrage belongs exclusive- 
ly to tho control of each State. Congress’ has 
usurped it in violation of the Constitution. 

The platform further specifically denounces 
the reconstruction acts of Congress as a usurpa- 
tion, unconstitutional and void; demands an 
the pensions of soldiers and sailors ‘be faith ully 
paid, and that the public lands should be ag v- 
ed for homesteads; pa crore ata or 
rasisting the aggressions o 88. 
vee Entorn further domands the payment of 
the public debt of the United States as rapid ly 
as practicable; all money drawn from the peop 
py taxation, except so much as may be requisi ° 
for the nocdssities of the government saom 
cally administered, should be honestly app ier 
to auch payment, and when the obligations 0 
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Gen McClernard, of INinois, was elected tempo- 
racy chairman. A committee on permanent or- 
ganization was appointed, which reported Gen. 
W.B Frankhn for Permanent Obairman, and a 
long list of vice-presidents and secretaries. Gen. 
Franklin was escorted to the Chair amid immense 
cheering and mado a few appropriate remarks.

The chairman of the Indiana delegation, ina 
short speech, nominated Hendricks, and said the 
delegation, had voted a reasonable time for Pen- 
deton, though a minority shone they should 
adhere to the gentleman from Ohio. 

A minority delegate expressed the highest re- 
spect for Mr. Hendricks; but said the State Con- 
vention had instructed the delegates to vote for 
Pondleton. ' 

The vote was then called for the 7th ballot. 
{The vote has been previously sent] Missis- 
sippi and a partion of Tennessee voted for Pen- 
dleton, whose name was vociferously cheered, 

A recess of lifteen minutes was taken. 

On the 8th ballot Louisiana went over to Pon- 
dleton, At thé conclusion of the call, New York 
withdrew the name of Church, and cast a solid 
voto for Hendricks. This received frantic cheer- 
ing, minglod with hisses. Tho following ballots 
showed little change till the 12th, when Califor- 
nia cast half a vote for Chase, when there was 
great and long continued applause in the galle- 
ries. A scene of confusion ensued, when i mo- 
tlon was made to olear the galleries, but it was 
not acted on. 

Tennessce gave one vote for McClellan, which 
was applauded, though not so long ns for Chaso’s 
name, Pennsylvania still voting solid for Packer. 

Another recess uf fifteen minutes was taken. 

On the 14th ballot, North Carolina voted solid 
for Hancock instead of Pendleton; Virginia 
went for Hancock, dropping Pendleton; Califor- 
nia voted variously on different ballots, but gon- 
erally going Pendleton; 3; Oregon gave a solid 
vote for Pendleton. : 

On the 15th ballot Pennsylvania went solid for 
Hancock. [Great cheers] The ballot stood— 
Pendleton, 1294: Hancock, 794; Hendriokb, 824; 
Packer, Johnson and Doolittle received the buma. 

On the 16th ballot, Arkansns changed from 
Pendleton to Hancock: Louisiana and Missis- 
rippi left Pendleton.and voted solid for Hangock.

Soldiers and Sailors Convention. 


New York. July 6.—Various delegations’ hav- 
ing paraded in procession, passed near Tammany 
Hall and arrived at the great hall of the Cooper 
Institute at a quarter to twelve o'clock. Torn 
and tattered battle-flags from nearly every field 
of strife in the late war were carried in the pro- 
cession. Various bands played Dail Columbia, 
Rally Round the Flag, Boys, and other patriotic 
airs. Deatening shouts ‘filled the air. At moon 
General Franklin called the Convention to order. 
General Slocum. from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, reported that the Committee had not yet 
prepared a draft of the platform, but reported 
an address to the National Democratic Conven- 
tion, declaring the objects of the ‘Conservative 
Soldiers and Suilors to bo the same os animated 
them during the war; deploring Radical legisla- 
tion; denouncing the apostacy of men who were 
once Democrats; declaring that crimes were now 
being perpetrated in the name of Republicanism 
and loyalty, not less:glarming than those com- 
mitted by the armed foes of the Government Qu» 
ring the war. The address makes a long indict- 
ment against the Republican party for many 
ucts since it came into power, and declares the 
belief that they intend, by use of the army under 
Grant’s supreme control, to cnuso the electoral 
vote of some States to be cast for himself By 
force and fraud, It also declares the solemn 
conviction that the free institutions of the coun- 
try have never been in greater jeopardy than 
now, and they look to the deliberations of the 
Democratic party now assembled in Convention 
with the greatest anxiety, believing that on their 
action dupends the future prosperity of‘ our 
country. The address expresses the belief ‘that 
there are now living halfa million of men who 
served in the army of the coyrtry, who are 
in sympathy and judgment opposed to the acts 
of the party in power; and at least half a million 
more who have heretofore acted with the Repub- 
lican party, but viewing with alarm the recent 
acts of that party, are now anxious for a ‘change 
of administration. The address closes by de- 
claring that with a platform of principles reviv- 
ing no dead issues, but looking ‘only fo the 
arrest of existing evils, and with candidates 
whose fidelity to the Constitution and devotion 
to the country cannot be questioned, we shall 
co-opératl with tha Demotracy in this campaign 
with enthusiasm, and with cenfidence that will 
bring victory and salvation to, the country, A 
motion was unanimously carried that the report 
be accepted, and á committee of twenty-one wis 
appointed to present the same to the Democratic 
Convention. A motion was carried that the 
States bo called in order for the presentation of 
resolutions ‘presented, nnd ‘referred.

The Carnival of Blood at the Capital. 


The pretended victory of the Radical 
negro party is hardly forty-eight houra old, 
and we have to record in our local columns 
brutal murders, felonious house-breakings by 
an infuriated mob, murderous assaults with- 
out provocation upon unoffending citizens, 
and outrages innumerable. They are only a 
tithe of what has been reported to us, and 
we include only those which have been prop- 
erly vouched for by reliable witnesses. If we 
were to publish the list reported otherwise, 
whole columns might be filled with accounts 
of these outrages. But these will suffice to 
show what is to be expected from “ Radical 
rule”—law-breaking, murder, rapine, robbery 
and vidlence, without stint and without pun- 
ishment. In addition to the death of one of 
the victims of the negro riot, recently, return- 
ing from a Radical meeting at the City Hall, 
when a shoe store was sacked merely for 
plunder and its occupants beaten so sverely 
that one of them has since died, we find re- 
corded the murder by negroes, a few nights 
since, after their feasts of imflammatory 
speeches from Forney, Bowen & Co.. of one 
poor victim of their insane wrath upon the 
most public avenue of the city; the severe 
wounding and beating several others; the 
wanton sacking of drug stores, ‘restaurants, 
and groceries, wherever liquor was supposed 
to be had, and the reported murder of three 
other unoffonding white men in various parts 
of the city.’ The residences of Conservative 
private citizens and Conservative judges of 
election were visited with violence by this 
mob of irresponsible negroes, intoxicated with 
the liquor from the stores they had sacked, 
aud infuriated by the incendiary speeches 
made to them by white men, who daied not 
participate in the “ playful vagaries” of their 
ignorant dupes, and executors of the incen- 
diarism they had inculcated. White ladies 
who dared to show themselves at their win- 
dows were subjected to the foulest abuse, 
and even the street cars were assailed with 
showers of stones and missiles. The negroes 
were armed with clubs, razors, knives, and 
pistols, and with them marched whole com- 
panies armed with muskets. They made 
night hideous with their yells, and defied the 
power of the police. The mob yelled for 
Grant and Colfax, while robbing, plundering, 
and murdering. Grant and Colfax is the 
watchword of these “demons let loose.” 
Grant and Colfax is all they know, except 
the local name of Bowen. Grant and Colfax 
and Bowen will be, by this community, held 
responsible for all the terrible outrages com- 
mitted by their mob of negro supporters who 
rushed from a Grant and Colfax ratification 
meeting to rapine and murder, as an exempli- 
fication of the liberty they expect to enjoy 
under such leaders. The city of Washmg- 
ton has been made, by the Radical majority 
in Congress, a political experimental garden. 
In the results of thè last few days we have 
evidence of the consequences of Congressional 
rule, and Grant and Colfax as the nominees of 
negro-equality Radicalism.—Wateonal Intelli- 
gencer. 


ACCIDENTS By BLastinc—Tampine.—How 
frequently do we hear of the painful fact that 
a poor man has lost his life by blasting! Why 
does this occur? I believe that in nineteen 
cases out of twenty, it is through carless- 
ness—from a want of consideration that they 
are dealing with gunpowder. Let the charge 
of powder be put into the hole, not all at 
‘énep, hut whilst. itis being done, settle it 
down twice or thrice with the swab-stick, 
and when allin, ram it well down with the 
same tool—not with the iron tamping-bar— 
and cover it tightly and firmly with a piece 
of dry clay. This done, at once dip the end 
of the sivab-stick in water, or better still, into 
the wet sludge that has been made in the 
process óf boring, and with it free the sides 
of the hole from the dust,of powder which 
must, of necessity, have adhered to them in 
pouring in the charge, and which-if not re- 
moved, will’ be likely, by a spark from the 
tamping-bar, in tamping, to convey fire to it. 

ell wipe out your hole with the wet swab 
stick. Having: done this, put in a large layer 


and carefully settle it down and “floor” it 
with the tamping-bar alone—using no ham- 
mer for the first layer. I say put in a large 
layer, for if the first layer be a small one, it 
will be the more liable to be forced down by 
the tamping-bar and disturb the powder. 
Settle down the first layer of tamping in this 
way, and then with impunity, the hammer 
may be used-—taking care, at the same time, 
to keep the tamping-bar free form the safety 
fuse. Let these little matters be attended 
to,,and-nd fear of explosion in tamping need 
be ‘kpjirehehded—all ‘will be safé—lite will 
not be sacrificed. As a matter of course,

Hans anp Bxencise,—Cicero is described 

by Plutarch as boing, at one period of his 
life, extremely thin and slender ; and having 
sucha weakness that he could eat but little— 
in fact, he,could retain scarcely anything on 
his stomach, his whole frame .being 80 ex- 
tremely weak. Ho tyaveled to Athens, how- 
ever, for therecovery of his health, where his 
body was so strengthened by gymnastic exer- 
cises as to become firm and robust; and 
his voice, which had been harsh, was 
thoroughly formed, and rendered sweet, 
full and sonorous, And of Julius 
Omsar, the same author informs us that he 
was originally of aslender habit of body; his 
flesh being extremely soft and of a silky hue; 
he wag troubled with violent pains in the 
head, and was subject to epilepsy; but influ- 
enced by the example of Cicero, and a great 
many others of his contemporaries, he found 
in exercise the best medicine for his indispo- 
sition, asafter them he went through long 
marches, bore coarse dict, frequent sleeping 
in the fields, and continued for many years 
exposed to the hardships of war. The great 
physician, Hoffman, in a special treatise on 
gymnastics, justly celebrates it as the best of 
medicine; and the celebrated poet Dryden 
asserts that 


“The wiso for oure on exercise depend; y 
God never made his work for man to mend,” 


Among the particular diseases m the cure 
of which gymnastic exercises have been found 
the most effectual are gout, rheumatism, con- 
sumption, nervous disorders, bilions colic, 
dropsy, palsy, diseases of the mind, besides 
many others, With regard to the choice of 
exercise for curing diseases, it has been justly 
remarked that there are many points to 
be attended to. Every kind of exercise, and 
every degree of it, is not fit for every consti- 
tution; far less in every complaint, or gt all 
times. Which is the proper sort of exercise 
to be recommended, must depend upon par- 
ticular circumstances of habit, age, constitu- 
tion, or disorder; and in cases where the 
whole frame is enfeebled, the advice of an 
intelligent teacher is not to be neglected 

Exercise 1» well entitled in various respects 
to be considered as a common aid to physic— 
to use a phrase which Æsculapius orginally 
used. In fact, when the body is, by exercise, 
brought into a good state of health, and all 
the humors are wholesome, should ıt be at- 
tacked by disease it willbe more easily re- 


stored ; hence, it is well observed, that we | 
ought undoubtedly to attribute the wonder- 


ful success of the ancient physicians in cur- 


ing diseases with such indifferent materials j- 


as their pharmacy afforded, to the patient 
having his blood m general pure and his body 
healthy by an attention to exercise.—Nation-

If the Deputy Surveyor returns it as agri- 
cultural and you haveno data to the contrary, 
and no one files an affidavit of its being more 
valuable for mineral than for agricultural pur- 
poses, the settler will be allowed to enter it 
under the provisions of the said 10th section. 

If an affidavit is filed alleging the land to 
be mineral, a trial must be had to determine 
whether it is more valuable for mining pur- 
poses than for agricultural purposes, In such 
cases you will set a day for the hearing, giv- 
ing to the claimant and the party filing ‘the 
affidavit sufficient notice to enable them to be 
present with their witnesses; and when the 
tract has been occupied for agricultural pur- 
poses, and improved as such before July 26, 
1866, the burden of proof will be upon the 
party seeking to establish its mineral char- 
acter, and the testimony should be of 2 na- 
ture clearly to prove the truth of such alle- 
gations, before you decide the right of the 
settler to enter the land, 

Should the Deputy Surveyor return the 
land as mineral you will require the settler to 
furnish you satisfactory proof of the error of 
such return before permitting him to enter 
the premiscs claimed, by him under said 10th 
section. 

The return of a Deputy Surveyor, although 
entitled to respect as coming from a sworn 
officer, is not to be taken as conclusive in 


50 ets. 'these cases, when disputed, but the matter 


must be investigated by the examination of 
witnesses, capable from experiance and obser- 
vation, and from previous examination, to 
testify understandingly in reference to the 
existence of minerals upon any particular 
tract, and whether the deposit is of sufficient 
extent to render it more valuable for mining 
than for agriculture. 

When lands of the character contemplated 
by said 10th section have not yet been filed 
upon, you should satisfy yourself as to which 
class they belong before taking steps in refer- 
ence to their disposal. 

Tho lith section of the Mining Act author- 
izes the Secretary of the Interior, , after the 
survey of lands previously reserved as mineral, 
to designate and set apart such portions of 
them as are clearly agricultural; which are 
made subject to pen tion and sale, as oth- 
er public lands of the United States. 

To give effect to this section the Surveyors 
General in the mining States and Territories 
have becn instructed to require their depu- 
ties in the field to keep notes, and designate 
on township plats such lands as are agricol- 
tural.” After the fling of the plats in your 
office, if no counter affidavits are presented 
the tracts designated “agricultural lands" 
may he filed upon under tlie pre-emption or

any timé before entry, yet where rengonable

Coal oil and its manufactures are hereafter 
exempt from tax, but distillers and refiners 
must pay the same tax as other manufactu- 
rers, by the act of last March. ‘The meter 
system is again introduced. ‘There are to be 
twenty-five Supervisors of Internal Revenue 
appointed by phe Secretary, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioners, and assigned 
to districts. The Commissioners are to have 
a salary of thirty [three?] thousand dollars.

Speech of J, D. Hambleton, 


The following speech, of Mr. Hambleton, 
delivered at the Democratic Ratification meet- 
ing held in San Francisco on the evening of 
the 10th ult, reviews the situation in a calm, 
ras dloquent manner: 

r. Hamilton being loud! 
forward and said: me tondiy allot for cate 

Friends and fellow-citizens; when, four 
years ago, it was announced to us that the 

ational Convention of our party had done 
the work, of its high office, how different were 
the feelings with which we received that an- 
nouncement from those with which we receiya 
the announcement to-night, | Then, amid the 
conflict of war, the nation found itself little 
in position to discuss those high principles 
which alone belong to the consideration of 
the statesman and the Cabinet. Unfortu- 
nately for the history of America, a nation 
which ought to have been at peace, wearing 
its crown of glory and flying the banner of 
prosperity, was found busy making shrouds 
for its dead, and in lamentations over its fal- 
len heroes. My countrymen, that hour has 
passed, and with it the storm that sprang 
trom the cloud that gave it birth, and to-night, 
as freemen, as brethren, we meet together to 
determine who shall be our next ruler, and 
whether the Republic shall die or the white 
man shall go under. (Great cheering.) 

In 1860 there was no man found upon the 
ftoor of the Senate or upon the floor of the 
House of Representatives, belonging to what- 
ever party, that dared assert in the hearing 
of his fellow countrymen that foul and loath- 
some heresy that we were not capable of self- 
government without the negro to help us. 
At that time they wentso far, and no farther, 
There were those who wished to keep pace 
with civilization, and give him his freedom, 
and release him from his bonds. But there 
was no father found so degenerate as to say 
to his son: "I seek to make him your social 
and political peer.” The war has decided in 
this issue as it has in a thousand others. The 
negro to-day, in the South, has thrown around 
him, by a voluntary will of the people, the 
protection of the Courts, and been endowed 
with all the rights of citizenship, save that 
highest, noblest and reserved right—a partic- 
ipation in the Government of our fathers. 
But it does not suit the purposes of those 
men who waged this war, and by that I mean 
those who, in my humble judgment, thirty 
years ago struck at the foundation of our 
govermental structure. They then hoped 
and desired and prayed in secret for those 
principles of equality. They succeeded in 
1861, and they succceded in a subsequent 
year by promises that the war should be 
waged for the holy purposes of restoring the 
Union, and none other; they succeeded in 
bringing into their ranks thousands of the 
best and purest of the land. We have seen 
men, fathers, husbands and sons, abandon 
their former prejudice, willingly break away 
from their former political associations, and 
go with them—aye, follow such men as Ste- 
vens and Sumner, so long as they proclaimed 
the flag as their standard and the Constitu- 
tion as their faith. The war has subsided, 
and these men, in the system which they 
have sought to intruduce, and have partially 
succeeded in doing, have disclosed to the 
amazement and astonishment of the people, 
the fact that they waged the war for the pur- 
pose of every one’s equality, without distinc- 
ton of race or of color. We have now 
reached that point in the history of this par- 
ty when we observe that those loyal hearts 
who jomed them as they supposed in the faith- 
ful defense of the flag of our fathers, finding 
they were misled, are saying to their fanati- 
cal leaders; “No further can we go with you. 
we turn to the ark. We worship alone the 
covenant, and the man that lifts it up, and 
he alone 1s our leader and guide.” They met 
at Chicago, and they declared that a revolu- 
tion had been at work in our theory of gov- 
ernment, which astonished and astounded 
every man who has read their platform. 
They not only have declared for centraliza- 
tion, they declare themselves ready and wil- 
ling to,take from the States their respective 
rights and that under our Constitution, prin- 
ciples are applicable to one State that are not 
equally applicable to another. Gentlemen, 
the American people cannot be persuaded 
into such a heresy as this. The States are 
all equal or they are nothing. (Cheers.) 

If the crime of treason has beon commit- 
ted, try them and punish them by law; but 
you have no right, under pretense of building 
up the old Republic, to violate its fundamen- 
tal principles. You have no right to say to 
fifteen or seventecn States of this Union, 
“You are no longer our peers and equals;

ter than the negro, aud we will put you upon 
an equality.” If is that wholesale system 
of ‘punishment against which the best inter- 
ests of mankind revolt. But it does not stop 
here.

If they of the old countries have 
reason to know that America has at last yiel- 
ded up this high prerogative to nature—that 
she, in her wild delirum has said that the 
subordinate races shall be our equals, I don’t 
believe you have left one behind you—a fath- 
er or a son, a wife, a daughter or a friend who 

will dare to come and join you until this blight 
is removed from your national escutcheon. 
You may hold out the promises of your gold 
bearing mountains, of your rivers teeming 
with silver, of your fertile valleys and plains 
echoing with the sweetest voices of nature, 
but you cannot tempt men to live under the 
black government of a negro. It becomes 
us, then, as men whose happiness is insepar- 
ably connected with the country’s weal, one 
and all, in no spirit of bitterness but in the 
solemu firmness of our manhood, to declare: 
that unto our faith we are faithful, and we 
mean to adhere to it. For one, so far as this 
canvass is concerned, I trust it will be eleva- 
ted above personalities. We have presented 
to us a candidate whose private life, even at 
the outset of this nomination, has challenged 
the admiration of his adversaries. Iam glad 
to find that so far they have elevated them- 
selves above the slang and private abuse so 
common in a political contest. In the great 
struggle we feel that a nation’s freedom, *her 
grandeur and her unity demand that we shall 
look to the covenant, and avoid the man who 
sceks to violate it.

You 
see us one great people, and it becomes your 
duty and mine to preserve the heritage that 
our fathers have given us. We must not, 
however, imagine that, our victory is easy.

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Hostire,—Th6 Arigonlan of the 25th ult, 
is out strong against-the Apsohes. Tt favors 
the arming, at the expense of the Territory, 
2-0-0 citizens, to hunt dawn aud exterminate 
the Apaches—men, women and ghildren, 
Now; ve have no- love for the Apaches, and 
our people have fully ag much reson to hato 
them as have our southern brethren, but we 
are decidedly opposed to this scheme of huni- 
ing them down and exterminating theni with 
200 citizens; because we fear that in the pas- 
time, the boot would be on the other leg, and 
the two hundred citizens might be the ones 
that would get “hunted down and extermina- 
ted.” However, something should be done 
by the citizens of Pima county, for the pro- 
tection of their lives and property against In- 
dian thieves and murderers. But, in the 
name of common sense, what preyents the 
military stationed in Pima county from chas- 
tising the savages? ‘The Territory is too 
poor to raise, equip, support and pay a force 
sufficient to chase, find, fight, whip and ex- 
terminate over one thousand hostile savages, 
and the Avizonian’s idea is impracticable, as 
well as preposterous, Ifthe military will do 
nothing for our fellow-citizens gf Pima coun- 
ty, individual citizens of Yavapai county will 
help them to accomplish the desired end, to 
the extent of their ability. 


Taar imp of duplicity, Richard O. McOor- 
mickystated in his harangues at various pla- 
ces in the Territory, during the late campaign, 
that his Democratic opponent, John A. Rush, 
came to the Territory on purpose to ran for 
Congress, and that if defeated, he, (Rush) 
would get up and Jeave the Territory.

House, $297,570, etc. Few peoople-have any 
correct idea of the enormous amount of mong 
which is expended tn’ and around the Capitol, 
Besides the items above specified, theré are ap- 
propriations of threo or four hundred thousand 
dollars for the pay of regular officers and em- 
ployees of the tivo Houses and for a multitude 
of miscellaneous purposes, and there is a single 
item of moré thon 470,000 for the payment of 
the Capital Police, who idle around the building 
in ridiculously large numbers, for sfx or eight 
months in the year nnd receive annual salaries, 
largor, in many cases, than those of clerks in the 
Departments, who, all the year, devote n high 
class of intellectual gbor io the caro of affairs 
involving millions. 

“The disposition of the contingent funds to the 
support of nominal clerks of committees and an 
efficient staff of barbers, bootblucks and bath- 
tenders; to the purchase of fancy stationery and 
costly cutlery, and to a yaricty of purposes con- 
ducive to the tastes of inembers, and the pros- 
perous business of outside contractors for enp- 
plies—all this is familiar to the public and is 
readily acquiesced in by successive Congresses 
of both parties. Among the drippings from the 
Treasury must also be mentioned the expendi- 
tures for publie printing, which, exelusive of the 
layge sums paid to the Gløbe ior publishing the 
debates, amount (o something like $1,200,000 
annually, the single iten of paper costing $400,- 
000, and binding coming in for $300.000 more. 
Add to these amounts nize millions for salaries 
anq expenses in the Treasury Building, and a 
million or two for cach of the other Departments 
in this city, and it will be seen that Unele Sam 
must needs have a long purse to pay his expen- 
ses hore, before he sends out his paymasters to 
gather in his coupons and pay his debts celse- 
where.

Fu wonder to Arizonians is 

ow the Culifornia press can be so duped and 
umbugeged. Why, the flattery contained in 
hese notices almost eguala what in days gone 
y appeared in the Minzr—the product of 

e fertile brain and flowing pen of the Gov- 

nor, in self-glorification—when he owned 

d edited that sheet, the grand purpose of 
Which seemed to be to “tout nis own horn.” 
His pen never tires in self-adulation and, un- 
doybtedly, in his own estimation, he is the 
Little Giant of the Pacific Slope, and he keeps 
thé California press and “the rest of man- 
kind” fully posted ag to his remarkakable 
exploits—personal, official and otherwise —in 
Atizona and Sonora. He will, no doubt, 
claim great credit for the reported acquisition 
of Sonora and Sinaloa, all of which is due to 
the energy, foresight ond astuteness of the 
cunning McCormick (!)

‘The Alta says he is an “original Republi- 
can.” His originality consists in joining the 
Union League, at Prescott, during the war, 
and, because he could not run it in his own 
interest, trying to break..it up.

“originality” consists, further, in appointing 
ani keeping in office men whe opposed the 
war during its prosecution, and whom his 
“Republican friends” were in the habit of 
calling Secessionists.

Epiror Antzona Miner: Sir—In the ab- 
sence of Gen. Devin, my attention has been 
called to an article in your paper of the lith 
instyin which, speaking of military opera- 
tiong; you say that some people “blame the 
General for his late expedition eastward, 
when he could have found Indians around 
here,” and in his defense you inform them 
that the trip was made against his inclina- 
tion and in obedience to orders. 

Gen. Devin is too well trained a soldier to 
express such disinclination, even if he felt it, 
but, on the contrary, he was already organ- 
izing an expedition to the same point, and 
only expressed his regret that General Crit- 
tenden’s order, precipitated the movement, 
before his preparations were complete, 

General Crittenden’s order was for a co- 
operative movement on the part of the troops 
in this District, and its necessity was fully 
recognized by General Devin, who at once 
abandoned his own plans and applied himself 
to the carrying out those of lis superior. 
The Indians in Southern Arizona had become 
very bold, and, it was thought, would give 
the troops a fight if pursued to their strong- 
holds, which were reported to be in the sec- 
tion of country he was ordered to penetrate.

Bic Bue.—From Messrs. Allen and Taylor. 
who made a trip to Big Bug and back last week. 
we leara that placer mining wasall the rage over 
there.

+ Letter from Tucgon, l 
[CORRESPON PENOE OF ‘ARIZONA MINER,] 


Tucson, Arizona, July 31, 1868. 

I arrived here on Jast Monday with the’en- 
tire live freight in good condition. We stop- 
ped two days at J, W, Swilling’s Place on 
Salt river, and Mrs, Swilling came down here 
with us. 
long, one of the best placds in Arizona, to 
live in. Fact is Iam “stuck” after it. To 
see cornstalks 18 feet high, well proportioned 
and ears to match made me think of old times 
when I hunted coons on the Wabash and shot 
them off the top ear of the cornstalk, When 
they get their big ditch out (which will be 
done this fall, probably) they will have the 
best agricultaral district in Arizona by a long 
odds, They had corn almost ready to grind, 
and were planting more, Vegetables of all 
kinds were plenty. Salt river was up some, 
but we crossed without accident. 

We laid over one day at Blue Water Sta- 
tion, 60 miles from here, waiting for com- 
pany, as the Indians are very bad about this 
locality—much worse than about Prescott, 
In the last twentv days ten men have been 
killed in this county by Indians, and several 
others wounded. Among the former was Mr. 
Irwin, member of the Legislature, elect, and 
among the latter, Hon. J. W. Osborn, mem- 
ber of the Legislature from this county in 
1866. Lois after the boys here, with” his 
sharp sticks, in earnest. 

This little village is extremely dull at 
present. There is nothing doing here, not, 
even in the principal business of the place, 
gambling. Reason—no money. Allare “wait- 
ing for the Paymaster.” The fact is ‘there is 
nothing to support the town except the mili- 
tary, and should the Commanding Officer of 
this District remove headquarters to Saca- 
ton, or any other place, the town would re- 
turn to its original condition—-a tumble-down 
old Spanish pueblo Agriculture can never 
be carried on to a sufficient extent to keep 
up the town, for the want of water for irri- 
gation, and there are no mines of consequence 
nearer than 50 or 60 miles. The only chance 
I see for a permanent future is the discovery 
of a bad-smelling spring of water somewhere 
near and then the natural proclivities of the 
inhabitants for the games of chance might in 
time make the town to the people of the Pa- 
cific Coast what Baden-Baden is to the peo- 
ple of Europe. Iere Faro is emphatically 
king, which, taken in connection with the pre- 
vailing hue of the inhabitants, forces the 
query: are they of Egyptian origin? 

Quite a number of houses have been erected 
since the capital was permanently established 
here. Iam told that it created quite an ex- 
citement in the real estate market and that 
lots went up to very high figures, but like 
many other excitements it brought no per- 
manent prosperity and many who invested 
at that time now wish they had their money 
back. It wonld take a dozen such capitals 
as the present capital of Arizona to make a 
town of any importance here. 

His Excellency, Governor McCormick, still 
resides at this town. As he cannot draw his 
mileage before March 4th, it is unnecessary 
for him to go East just yet. Indeed it is just 
possible that Ilis Excellency will not find it 
expedient to go at all as there is a suit now 
pending in the court that bids fair to upset 
the late election. 

The matter will be decided by Judge 
Backus next Monday and I will let you 
know the result by the next mail. Speaking 
of his Excellency, the people here don’t like 
him much better than the people of Yavapai. 
I have heard many of those who supported 
him at the last election apply to him names 
and abuse more bitter than any that ever ap- 
peard in the columns of the MINER, and two- 
thirds of them say that they voted for him 
because it was ‘Pima against Yavapai,” and 
that they hated the man and his ways. Mad 
it not been for the sectional feeling that he 
(the Governor) had been raising and nourish- 
ing for years, Rush would have beaten him in 
this town easy. , 

It rained pretty hard last night and parts 
of the new adobe houses fell down, I am 
afraid if they had some of our old fashoned 
Prescott rains the town would melt away 
like ‘the baseless fabric of a vision,” leaving 
nothing but a pile of mud behind. 


Ihave had quite a pleasant time since I| Pp 


have been here. I found a very agreeable set 
of gentlemen, several of them old Prescotters 
located in this town for a time. 

I don’t know how long I shall stay here-— 
probably long enough to rest myself. I shall 
then take to the road again.

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The Chlorination Process’ In Mining, 


Salt River Valley will be, before | i 


+m 
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A writor in tho Alta California, gives the 
following information about the Chlorination 
process; oeo, ies i 

One of the chief features ‘of the present 
condition of cur mining industry js the mul- 
tiplication of chlorination furnaces, bringing 
‘with it necessarily a demand for ¢oncentrat- 
ing machinery,for chemical knowledge) and 
for the careful study of the characteristics of 
the ore in the leading mines, The principle 
of chlorination is that che metallic gold is 
dissolved by chlorine gas, while metallic ox- 
ides are left untouched. The ore is first 
roasted in a furnace'of propèr dimension, and 
then enclosed ina covered’ vat, into which 
chioriné gas is introduced until the gold is 
converted into chlorine of gold; then the vat 
1s opened and filled with water, which dis- 
solves the gold as sugar is dissolved under 
similar circumstances, The solution is drawn 
off and the metallic gold precipitated from it 
by the introduction of the proto-sulphate of 
iron, The cost of the entire process does not 
exceed $20 per ton, and in some localities, 
where wood is cheap and freights moderate, 
it may be worked as low as $12 per ton, of 
sulphurets, ‘The roasting is probably the 
most difficult step in the entire process, and 
yet every part must be as correctly performed. 
Plattner describes several kinds of roasting, 
as oxydizing roasting, reducing roasting, chlo- 
ridizing roasting, evaporating roasting, etc. ; 
of which oxydizing and chlorinizing roasting 
are the only kinds we have to do with. Ox- 
ydizing roasting is either to form oxydes free, 
and to drive off in form of vapor the residum 
of sulphur, arsenic, etc., or if the substamce 
roasted 1s a compound of metal and oxygen, 
to subject it to further oxydation. Air must 
be freely admitted. Oxydizing roasting is 
for the purpose of oxydation of such metals 
asare combined with sulphur or arsenic. 
Chloridizing roasting is the combination of 
metals with other bodies by aid of proper 
admixtures, when in a roasting process, hav- 
ing for its object the oxydizing and decom- 
position of sulphur and arsenic metals. Oer- 
tain substances are added, as for instance salt 
or sulphate of iron. In roasting for chlorin- 
ation we have first to oxidize the iron, and 
next, by introduction of sali, to chlordize 
certain other substances which vary with the 
locality from which the ore is obtained, usu- 
ally either lead, magnesia, or alumina, or all 
of these. When this is rightly done we have 
usually formed either oxides or oxychlorides 
of all the base metals in the ore treated, and 
leuving gold as the only free metal to absorb 
the chlorine gas. In order to be successful 
in roasting the ore, attention must be given 
to the construction of the furnace. If the 
arch over the hearth is too high, the ore will 
not be oxydized; so also if the flues are too 
large, or the damper is opened too wide, as 
the excess of cold air or draft has a tendency 
to cool the ore. Then againif the arch is 
too low, or flues too small, the air will fail to 
yield its oxygen to desulphurize and oxydize 
the ore. Cold air must always flow into the 
furnace through the workholes, but it must 
be in proper quantities, and the work-holes 
must be in proportion to the chimney flues. 
In our knowledge a furnace was erected, in 
which, by the mistake of the builder, the 
flues were constructed about one-half the size 
intended, and the error was not discovered 
until the furnace was heated up. The result 
was a failure. It was warm weather, and 
there were no sides to the furnace building, 
so that the prevailing winds had free circula- 
tion around and through the furnace—across 
the hearth. Under these circumstances we 
had a partial success, but the desulphuriza- 
tion was quite irregular, depending entirely 
upon the prevalence of strong winds. Chlo- 
rination in the furnace was almost impossible. 
Even the hottest fire would avail nothing, for 
it is not a hot fire which is required, but heat 
combined with a current of air. 

Somotimes the absence of draft into the 
furnace is evidenced by the appearance of yel- 
low sulphur on the rake handles, This is an 
extreme case; a more delicate test is the fact 
that the gold is discolored when examined 
by washing a small portion of ore ina Wedge- 
wood mortar. It isnot impossible to work 
every kind of demipyrites, but some ores re- 
quire a different treatment from others. The 
most simple ores are those pyrites which are 
erfectly free from lead or alkaline earths. 
All alkaline earths, such as magnesia or alu- 
mina, which are usually found in talo and ser- 
pentine, create more difficulty in chlorination, 
because they require the use of salt in ruast- 
ing. ‘Talc and serpentine frequently occur in 
the ores as bedrock, and ın strata next to the 
seams. When salt is required to be used in 
roasting, it must be used in proper uantity, 
or it is of no avail; and it must not be intro- 
duced before the proper ‘time, or else, then, 
also, it is of no use.

Ths inventors do not, how- 
aver limit themselves to thë exact proportions 
ivon, The novel features of the # minar- 
ent” consist in the introduction in the alloy 
of pure tungsten and pure aluminum}, sand 
also the ¢onsiderable proportion of nickel 
which they havo stteceeded in alloying with 
‘the aluminum. The metal is formed into 
jngots, and moulded in sand in the ordinary

The poor sulphides and thé poor oxides, 
only, are'worked by the wet or atid processes, 
the richer ores are all smelted by the old pro- 
cess, First, the poor sulphides, from 34 to 
334 per cént,; are roasted in a cupola furnace, 
about ten by three feet, charged with alter- 
nate Jayers‘of ore and fuel, and when drawn 
from the bottom and freed from sulphur ate 
crushed, thrown into a masonwork basin, 
about twenty feet long by five feet deep, hay- 
ing @ false bottom of horizontal layers of 
basalt, supported by basalt pillats, about ong 
foot high, Blende, slightly roasted and 
crushed, is placed on the hearth of a retort 
furnace, and rajsed to a high heat; air is 
forced into the retort, to furnish oxygen to 
conyert the sulphur in the blende jatosalphu- 
rous acid gas; this, pissing through the 
chimney, enters the vats beneath the crushed 
ore, mixed on its way with steam from a boil- 
er, and passing through fhe apparatus be- 
tween the horizontal basalt, penetrates the 
mass of crushed ore, and coming in contact 
with the oxides of copper and other metals 
formed from the sulphides by roasting, the 
oxygen is absorbed and solublé snlphates are 
produced, and fall in solution to the bottom 
of the vats. From this the fluid is pumped 
while hot into wooden tanks built firmly in 
clay, containing scrap and cast iron, and the 
copper precipitated a8 cement copper, contain- 
ing 34 to 40 percent. of metal, the iron going 
into solution in its stead. The zinc blende 
left in the retorts is utilized; the liquor re- 
maining is concentrated by being passed into 
shallow receivers, and chrystalized sulphate 
of iron (copperas) obtained. The mother 
liquor Jas a still further use. l 

Tho” poor ozides, principally malachite or 
blue carbonate, which look so rich, and so 
often deceive, contain only on an average one 
to two per cent. of copper, which is extracted 
by muriaticacid. The ores are broken, placed 
inèlarge vats, and weak muriatic acid poured 
over the mineral, which is allowed to remain 
subject to its action ten days. The carbon: 
ates are converted into chlorides, and precip- 
itated as before described. The minerals in 
Prussia are the exclusive property of the 
Crown; the royalty is two per cent. on the 
produce. ‘The responsible officers of the 
State report periodically on the mines; the 
report is public property, Frauds are thus 
avoided in statements affecting working pros- 
pects and in returns,—advantages which can- 
not be over estimated by foreign and distant 
shareholders—indeed, by all interested in 
mining industry.

Eprron Arizona Miser: It may Interest your 
readers to know that a branch of the: Wallapal 
tribe has made overtures for peace, Such is the 
case. Chief Loy-ve-lev-ve lately sentan embassy 
‘of three squaws to Fort Mohave, to inform Col. 
Price that he had had plenty of fight, and now që- 
sired peace. Accordingly, n conference will be 
held, hetween Col, Price’ and this, Sachem, at 
Wallapai Springs, Whursday next, which will 
probably result in this Lo, and his followers, go- 
ing to the Colorado, whera they will be kept se- 
enre, 

There scems to be asplit in the tribe, as Wal- 
lapai Charley’ aud ‘Scherum’ are still.on the fight. 
Yet hese notorious, bush-whackers know full 
well that their lives would not besafe under any 
treaty that would adnit our old pioneers to get 
r pend on them, henco-they will go for the Jast 

itch. . A : 

On the Colorado—My. Wade is rapidly pushing 
forward the work of putting up his mill and 
hopes to be crushing quartz by the first of Octo- 
ber. Mr, Otis, of San Francisco, owner of u ten 
stamp mill that has been standing idle at El Do- 
rado Canyon ihe past two years, is actively en- 
gaged in getting out: ore, from the ‘Techaticup’ 
mine, and putting his mill in condition to work 
it. These mining operations have awakened 
new life on the Rivor—and every one is not— 
seemingly—‘waiting for the Railroud’ Mining 
operations will goon be resumed in tho Sacrameuto 
District. and, in short, Mohave county will ‘come 
out.’ This is as ‘sure as shootiug.’ A.B.D. 

From Lieutenant Reese, Charles Spencer and 
John Funk, who came in from the Willows last 
week, we learned some further particulars in rela- 
tion to the proposed offer of peace by the Walla- 
pais; also, in regard to mining and other matters 
relating to the welfare and prosperity of Mohave 
county. These gentlemen informed us that the 
Indian women told Colonel Price, the comman- 
der of the District, that the noted Wallapai chief, 
Wausa-Yuma, was killed in the fight the Indians 
had last winter with Captain Young and com- 
mand, and that Hiich-c-hitch-ee, and another 
chief, were slain in battle by Lieutenant Hasson's 
command, in the fight that took place near Fort 
Rook. The killing of these scoundrels is glori- 
ous news for the whites of this region, and were 
Schernm and Wallapai Charley in the same boat 
with the dead murderers and assassins, the news 
would be still more glorious. But, if the Walla- 
pais, Charley and all, are desirons of peace, we 
believe in letting them have it, notwithstanding 
the enormity of their crimes. Of late, they have 
not committed any act of hostility—have not 
even attempted to steal stock, and it was the 
opinion of the gentlemen alluded to that they 
“seo the handwriting on the wall.” There are 
two companies of cavalry stationed at the Wil- 
lows—ready to hunt them down like dogs as 
soon as winter setsin. Every man in one of 
these companies (X) knows every trail, spring 
and stream in the Wallapai country, and under 
such officers as Captain Young, and Lieutenant 
Reese, and guided by so able and valiant a guide 
as Dan O’Leary has proved himself to be in pre- 
vious campaigns against them, their show for 
life, should they not speedily succumb, will be 
slim indeed. 

From the river. the news is of the most cheer- 
ing kind. Fifty men who came from San Fran- 
cisco, are at work in El Dorado Canyon Mining 
District, and it now looks as though Mohave 
county had entered upon a new era of industry, 
energy and prosperity. 

Mr. Hardy has bad built and placed upon the 
river, a large ferry-boat capable of crossing, cn- 
tire, a ten mule team. Mr. Jas. P. Bull informa 
us by letter, that a new opposition steamer was 
expected at Hardyville this month, to ply upon 
the upper waers of the Colorado. We wish her 
success, and hope she may be the forerunner of 
a line of steamers that will yet sapply Utah, Da- 
kota and part of Colorado with articles necded 
by them. from the mouth of the Colorado. 


A Bix Pannen Our asp Eixrosep.—Every body 
recollects what a tremendous blow was made 
and excitement created last fall and winter about 
the fabulously rich “Sweetwater mines.” Well, 
a great many people believed every yarn they 
read about them, became excited, and put out in 
hot haste for the bogus Dorado. Not a few peo- 
ple threw up good paying jobs in this part of 
Arizona, and struck a bee-line for the Mecca, who 
now wish they were back again. We have now 
before us three letters from former residents of 
this county, who have gone through the Sweet- 
water mill, and seen the elephant. One of these 
letters is from Mr. Harrison Sclmall to Mr. Geo. 
Curtess, of this place, in whose employ Mr. 
Schnall was when he became stricken with the 
fever. Schnall writes from Green River City, 
Dakota Territory. under date of July Sth, 1868. 
After enquiring about his old friends and asking 
Mr. C. to write to him and inform him how mat- 
ters are hore, he says he prospected all over the 
“diggings” and fond nothing that would pay. 
so he started on the back track and may be 
looked for here this winter, At one time tere 
were 30,000 men in the mines, but now there are 
not fifty, but the speculators say they “expect 
another big emigration soon.’ A man cannot 
get board for his lavor in that country, and thon- 
sands of men were in a starving condition. 

Tuesday's mail brought us a letter from an 
old Arizonian, Billy Short, who got aff the track 
and switched himself into Dakota. Billy had on 
a big disgust at the country when ho penned this 
letter, and swore, as only ha can swear, that he 
was going to make a desperate effort to get out 
of the poor, God-forsaken region before Winter, 
He winds up as follows: “Tell the boys to ro- 
main where they are; Arizona is a protty good 
country for d poor man, after all’? 

The next and last letter is from J. Walker 
Williams to Sherif! Moore. Mr. Willams left 
ero Over two yonrs ago, and was ont of the first 
pilgrims thut arrived at Sweetwater. He is now

Letter from Tonto Valley. 
(CORRESPONDUNOH OF ARIZONA MINER] 
uy Y, rey, Yi yapni Connty 
Posto VALLEY, 2 AVAp ’ 
> Avizona, Jnly 13th, 3868: 

Scouting is the order of the day in these paris. 
Early this month, the Pimas took the field and 
scouted, in all directions, over hills, mesna and 
eactus patches, with the expectation of catching 
the Apaches frult-gathering. Ahont 12 miles 
above this camp, on the Rio Verde, they killed 
two Apaches, and smoked six more, who got in 
to a caye, They then returned, and, om tho 5th 
inst, with companies B and I, of the Cavalry, 
proceeded up Salt River, to Big ampe canyon 
home, where they killed one Indian. The cghyon, 
being too rough for horses, and, alao, too steep 
jor men to get down it, was not entered. The 
Indian whom they shot fell a diglance of one 
hundred feet, before stopping. Chiof Antonio, 
who commands jhe Pimag, ia a gentleman, and 
a bold, dashing warrior. He is ambitious of ox- 
terminating Big Rump and his followers, and 
will do so before Jong, or loose his hair. 

July 3d, at this camp, the Apaches jumped the 
herd, which was guarded by l4 soldiers. The 
Indians numbored 200, 15 of whom were mount- 
ed. Their chief, Delays, had taken position 
during the night, having hid his “cavalry” be- 
hind a bluff, and his infantry in the brush, which 
wag thick all around. Hero he waited patiently, 
the coming of the herd, and took no notice of n 
wagon and six mon that passed through. The 
herd was driven down soon after, and look-ouls 
were posted, as usual, some of whom stirred up 
the Keds, who yelled like forty, and opened fire 
upon the soldiers, with muskets, pistols and ar- 
rows. The soldiers replied, briskly; the brush 
being thick—ihe men fought the Indians in their 
own style. The mules of the herders acted like 
mules, and stood still, so their riders had to dis- 
mount and hold on to the herd, on foot. The 
moles broke away from the herders, were captu- 
red by the Indians, but were afterwards recap- 
tured. While they were being driven back, the 
mounted Reds charged between them and the 
cattle, and succeeded in driving the mules off for 
good. The men held on to the cattle, until 
the arrival of the working party, when the 
Indians were driven off, und puraued sixty 
miles, without being overtaken, During the 
fight, Delachayhe, the chief, who fought like a 
a warrior, went for a herder, shot him off his 
mule, and was about to mount when the herder 
opened fire, A pi&tol duel ensued, the result of 
which was that the chef got the mule and the 
‘herder got away. Three Indians were killed, 
and eight wonnded. 

The soldiers in camp heard the fring, and 
wanted to take a hand in it, but were fettered 
with red tape, and could nut do so—no man being 
allowed to fight without being properly diegsed 
This kid-glove, brass-polishing soldiering may 
fo in other places, but rongh and ready action 
is what is wanted here. Fighting can be done 
in shirt sleeves just as well as in blouses. but 
then. they want a man to die by “numbers ” 

The commanding officer did every thing in his 
power to recover the stock, bat it was no go. 

The stockade is finished and we will soon 
move forward, or backward; can’t say whieh
